Selectmen's  Report 

To:  The  Inhabitants  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire: 

A  northeast  storm  in  April,  accompanied  by  four 
days  of  extra  high  running  tides,  caused  considerable  dam- 
age, both  by  erosion  and  the  spreading  of  debris  along 
the  entire  Rye  seacoast.  Principle  damage  was  the  under- 
mining of  private  cottages  at  Wallis  Sands.  Most  of  the 
damage  was  to  private  or  state  maintained  property.  At 
the  request  of  your  selectmen,  our  Congressional  Repre- 
sentatives, the  Army  Engineers  and  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Highway  and  Recreational  Departments 
viev.^ed  the  damages  sustained.  Through  the  cooperation 
of  Governor  Dwinell,  the  State  and  Federal  Government 
have  made  funds  available  for  a  survey  to  determine  steps 
necessary  to  prevent  future  similar  damage.  This  survey 
is  now  being  conducted. 

Another  subject  of  vital  interest  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Rye  is  the  dredging  and  development  of  Rye  Harbor  into 
a  suitable  anchorage  area  and  haven  for  small  boats.  Plans 
for  dredging  have  been  submitted  by  Army  Engineers  to 
the  state  and  town  authorities.  Town  actions  desired  on 
this  project  will  be  determined  by  a  suitable  article  in  the 
Tov^n  Warrant. 

The  greater  part  of  Odiorne's  Point  (Fort  Dearborn) , 
has  been  declared  surplus  by  the  Defense  Department  and 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  General  Services  Administra- 
tion for  disposal.  If  other  federal  agencies  are  not  inter- 
ested, this  property  will  be  offered  to  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  selectmen  are  closely  watching  develop- 
ments in  this  area  and  have  been  assured  by  Governor 
Powell  that  the  town  will  receive  every  possible  considera- 
tion in  ultimate  disposal  actions. 

The  Town  of  Rye  deeply  mourns  the  loss  of  Judge 
Thomas  H.  Simes,  our  Town  Council  for  over  fifty  years. 
The  excellent  services  and  assistance  rendered  by  him  and 


his  steadfast  devotion  to  our  town  are  deeply  appreciated. 
We  have  selected  Atttorney  Richard  E.  Dill,  a  resident 
of  Pioneer  Road  to  succeed  Judge  Simes  as  Town  Council. 

The  resignation  of  Delwyn  E.  Philbrick  has  left  the 
Town  of  Rye  temporarily  without  the  services  of  a  Civil 
Defense  Director.  The  Selectmen  are  currently  reviewing  all 
possibilities  for  a  replacement  for  Mr.  Philbrick  and  are 
hopeful  of,  and  anticipate  the  appointment  of  an  indivi- 
dual who  has  definite  capabilities  and  who  will  have  the 
support  and  assistance  of  an  established  organization  with- 
in the  town.  The  past  services  of  Mr.  Philbrick  are  deeply 
appreciated. 

Unexpected  expenses  which  have  arisen  this  past  year 
are  the  replacement  of  all  of  the  small  entrance  doors  at 
the  Rye  Fire  Station  due  to  the  rotting  out  of  the  door 
frames  and,  in  the  interest  of  safety,  the  replacement  of  the 
ceiling  and  light  fixtures  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
Hall.  One  light  fixture  fell  down,  and  the  ceiling  was 
buckling  as  much  as  six  to  eight  inches  in  some  areas. 

The  reflashing  and  repairs  to  the  leaky  roof  of  the 
Fire  Station  was  accomplished  with  funds  held  back  from 
the  original  contract,  and  consequently,  was  of  no  addi- 
tional cost  to  the  town. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bernard  Maxam  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Eberly  for  our  excellent  program  and  parade  on 
Memorial  Day. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Rye  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment on  five  different  occasions,  three  election  days 
and  twice  in  connection  with  erosion  reviews,  served  ex- 
cellent lunches  to  town  officials  and  visiting  federal  and 
state  dignitaries.  Ladies,  we  sincerely  thank  you. 

The  Selectmen  hold  regular  monthly  meetings  in 
their  office  at  the  Rye  Fire  Station  on  the  first  Monday 
evening  of  each  month  to  meet  with  anyone  desiring  con- 


sultation.   We  also  are  available   for  special   appointment 
when  and  if  warranted.

In  the  past  year  Portsmouth  and  Kittery  Fire  De- 
partments have  assisted  us  by  drying  hose  for  us  when 
we  had  more  than  we  could  handle.  This  meant  that  sev- 
eral hundred  feet  of  hose  was  out  of  use  each  time.  While 
we  have  enough  hose  to  meet  insurance  requirements  we 
have  very  little  to  put  on  the  trucks  when  hose  is  being 
dried. 

Portsmouth,  Newington  and  North  Hampton  De- 
partments responded  to  the  house  fire  on  Breakfast  Hill 
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and  demonstrated  what  tank  trucks  and  Mutual  Aid  can 
do  for  a  town.  There  is  no  water  system  at  this  location. 

The  permanent  firemen  and  Volunteers  took  a  renew- 
ed interest  in  fire  training  this  year  and  during  the  sum- 
mer met  once  a  week.  They  also  went  to  the  fire  school  at 
Fitzwilliam,  N.  H.  for  two  days.  The  men  furnished 
equipment  and  meals  and  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department 
paid  for  transportation  and  registration.  These  men  have 
formed  a  company  within  the  department  and  have  been 
holding   meetings   this   winter. 

The  Fire  Department  issued  519  be.ich  fire  permits 
and  also  issue  fire  permits  under  the  authorization  of 
State  Fire  Warden  E.  L.  Greene.  They  also  handled  tele- 
phone and  radio  calls  for  the  Police  Department. 

The  Department  helped  the  Police  on  two  occasions 
in  a  woods  search  for  lost  persons  by  using  the  alarm 
system  and  furnishing  men  to  use  in  the  woods.  They 
have  assisted  the  Police  on  ambulance  calls  and  have  made 
seven  calls  with  the  resuscitator. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  title  Fire  Department  Ex- 
penses is  very  misleading,  that  it  provides  many  useful 
services  other  than  fires. 

The  Firemen  wish  to  thank  our  friends  who  donated 
to  our  annual  Field  Day.  This  year  purchases  of  Scot 
Air  Packs  and  a  new  light  weight  Oxygen  Resuscitator 
were  made.  Those  new  additions  to  the  equipment  are 
something  the  firemen  and  towns  people  may  be  proud  of. 

Your  donations  have  in  the  past  years  purchased 
several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  equipment  for  the  Fire 
Department  that  would  have  had  to  be  paid  for  by  taxes 
or  not  have  been  bought  at  all. 

The  firemen  know  and  appreciate  the  value  of  this 
equipment  and  letters  received  from  people  who  have 
been  assisted  with  our  oxygen  resuscitator  should  make 
you  happy  you  helped  in  this  project. 
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You  are  always  welcome  to  visit  the  station  and  see 
the   station   and   equipment.

Librarian's  Report 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  last  nine  years  the 
circulation  of  books  at  the  Rye  Library  has  tripled.  In 
1950,  books  circulated  numbered  7500;  at  the  end  of 
1958  this  figure  reached  a  new  high  of  22,705.  This  is 
actually  a  very  large  turnover  of  books  for  a  library  tha* 
is  open  only  twelve  hours  a  week,  and  probably  indicates 
the  need  for  additional  hours  of  library  service,  possibly 
another  day  each  week.  Added  hours  would  undoubtedly 
increase  circulation,  but  it  would  also  distribute  it  more 
evenly  and  thus  give  the  Librarians  more  time  to  help 
patrons  with  reference  work  and  the  selection  of  books. 

Miss  Chapman  has  ably  assisted  during  many,  many 
busy  hours  in  the  Library  and  has  also  helped  with  the 
large  amount  of  work  that  has  to  be  done  during  non- 
library  hours.  We  are  grateful  too,  for  the  volunteer  help 
which  several  of  our  school  girls  have  supplied  on  busy 
afternoons. 

During  1958,  783  books  were  added  to  the  shelves. 
Of  these  106  were  given  to  us  by  interested  friends.  75 
were  purchased  from  fine  money  and  602  from  Town 
and  Trust  Funds.  In  order  to  make  room  for  new  books 
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many  old  ones  have  had  to  be  discarded.  Even  so,  our 
shelves  are  badly  crowded,  especially  in  the  children's  sec- 
tion, and  books  cannot  be  displayed  or  arranged  to  best 
advantage. 

We  still  find  the  months  of  July  and  August  our 
busiest  ones.  During  these  two  months  in  1958,  5328 
books  were  circulated.  Each  year  more  summer  visitors 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  using  our  library.  Sev- 
eral of  the  winter  months  are  extremely  busy,  also.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  that  the  school  children  are  using  the  Libra- 
ry's reference  books  more  and  more  and  are  spending  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  the  Library  working  on  school  pro- 
jects. Another  library  day  during  the  school  week  would 
certainly  be  welcomed  by  them. 

The  new  lighting  system  installed  this  year  has  prov- 
en most  satisfactory  to  library  workers  and  patrons  alike. 
This  was  a  much  needed  improvement  and  makes  the 
library  a  pleasanter  place  in  which  to  work  and  browse. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  here  all  those  who  have 
so  generously  contributed  books  and  magazines  to  the 
Library  during  the  year,  but  we  are  sincerely  grateful  to 
them  all.  Two  organizations  in  town,  The  Every  Other 
Tuesday  Club  and  the  Rye  Junior  Women's  Club  have 
contributed  money  for  the  purchase  of  books.  With  some 
of  this  money  we  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  secure  an- 
other copy  of  the  History  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  N.  H., 
which  is  in  constant  demand.  We  now  have  three  copies 
of  this  History  in  the  Library.  Of  special  note,  too,  is  a 
gift  by  Mrs.  John  L.  Parsons  of  twenty-two  Girl  Scout 
books  and  pamphlets.  These  have  been  placed  on  a  Girl 
Scout  shelf  and  have  proven  very  helpful  to  workers  in 
that  organization.

Your  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report: 

We  have  been  fortunate  that  only  a  few  changes  have 
taken  place  in  our  teaching  staff  this  year.  Mrs.  Phyllis  C 
Lloyd  replaced  Mrs.  Russell  in  the  Sixth  Grade  and  Mrs. 
Julia  T.  Ballou  replaced  Mrs.  Lynette  Shelton.  We  were 
able  to  obtain  the  services  of  Miss  B.ettyann  Scripture  as  a 
Remedial  Reading  teacher.  Under  her  guidance  and  as  a 
result  of  careful  analysis  of  their  problems,  many  children 
are  on  their  way  to  rectifying  their  difficulties.  The  re- 
sults of  this  service  upon  the  pupils  affected  is  a  great  im- 
provement to  their  morale  and  their  whole  attitude  toward 
their  education. 

Mr.  Clarence  M.  Green  was  elected  by  Supervisory 
Union  No.  21  to  replace  Dr.  Edward  C.  Manning  who 
resigned  to  take  a  superintendency  in  New  York  State.  The 
position  of  Helping  Teacher,  formerly  held  by  Mr.  Green, 
has  been  ably  filled  by  Miss  Leota  R.  Whitcomb.

School  Board. 

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  School 
District  of  Rye: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools.  I  have  enjoyed  working 
with  the  professional  and  lay  people  of  your  school  dis- 
trict and  look  forward  to  the  coming  year.  The  excellent 
work  of  my  predecessors,  Mr.  Roy  W.  Gillmore  and  Dr. 
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Edward  C.  Manning,  has  proven  to  be  both  a  challenge 
and  an  inspiration.  I  shall  strive  to  continue  the  fine  work 
accomplished  by  them. 

Previous  reports  have  indicated  that  the  dominating 
factor  affecting  your  schools  is  population  growth.  This 
continues  to  be  true.  Because  of  the  growth,  all  school 
districts  in  this  area  share  common  problems  and  the  initial 
portion  of  this  report  will  be  a  brief  description  of  what 
they  are  and  how  they  are  being  approached. 

There  is  need  for  a  permanent  office  building  for  the 
Supervisory  Union.  Present  facilities  are  adequate  in 
neither  working  area  nor  storage  space.  Attempts  are  be- 
ing made  to  have  a  building  constructed  that  is  designed 
for  the  purpose  and  one  that  will  not  subject  the  occu- 
pants to  frequent,  annoying,  and  wasteful  transfer  of 
equipment  and  personnel. 

There  is  also  need  for  an  additional  professional  em- 
ployee at  the  Supervisory  Union  office.  Rye  is  a  member  of 
the  largest  Supervisory  Union  in  the  State  and  one  that  is 
larger  than  many  of  the  city  school  systems.  The  respon- 
sibilities continue  to  grow.  Because  the  employment  of 
another  assistant  at  the  Superintendent's  level  is  considered 
an  "additional  service"  it  will  be  necessary  for  each  School 
District  to  vote  upon  this  item  at  the  School  District 
Meeting.  The  Supervisory  Union  School  Board  has  indi- 
cated its  approval  and  I  hope  that  the  voters  of  Rye  will 
follow  their  recommendation  and  vote  favorably  upon 
this  article  as  presented  in  the  Warrant. 

Our  Supervisory  Union  Classes,  increased  from  one 
to  two  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  continue 
to  present  a  valuable  educational  service  to  the  children 
of  this  area.  I  am  pleased  that  the  Supervisory  Union 
Budget  for  next  year  will  continue  to  provide,  and  im- 
prove, this  program.  It  is  a  credit  to  your  school  district 
that  you  are  willing  to  participate. 
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There  is  a  possibility  of  increased  State  Aid.  Pending 
legislation,  if  approved  by  the  General  Court,  would  pro- 
vide a  $10.00  per  pupil  grant  to  each  school  district  and, 
additionally,  another  bill  would  assist  in  defraying  the 
cost  of  transportation  —  a  large  item  in  all  budgets.  This 
is  a  step  forward,  in  my  opinion,  and  I  am  hopeful  that 
both  bills  will  receive  an  affirmative  vote. 

The  Rye  schools  are  growing  along  with  all  other 
schools.  Present  enrollment  in  the  elementary  grades  is 
such  that  additional  teachers  are  needed.  The  School 
Board  is  requesting  that  two  persons  be  added  to  the  staff. 
I  consider  this  very  important.  With  two  more  teachers 
it  will  be  possible  to  divide  some  of  the  elementary  grades 
into  three  sections,  thus  providing  much  more  individual 
attention  to  the  children  at  this  important  phase  of  their 
education. 

There  is  need  for  further  revision  of  the  salary  sched- 
ule. When  Rye  had  the  highest  minimum  starting  salary 
of  any  district  in  the  Union,  it  was  able  to  attract  the 
better  teachers  when  the  need  arose.  It  has  now  lost  that 
advantage  and  should  seek  to  regain,  at  least,  an  equal 
footing.  Beginning  teachers  are  attracted  by  the  salary  at 
which  they  can  start.  This  is  a  truism  that  has  proven  it- 
self many  times.  With  salary  schedules  increasing  all 
around  us,  it  is  necessary  that  we  keep  pace  in  order  to 
attract  the  type  of  teacher  we  all  desire. 

Of  course,  when  a  starting  salary  is  increased  it  is 
only  reasonable  that  the  salary  of  other  teachers  be  in- 
creased proportionately.  The  over-all  increase  in  the  bud- 
get should  not  be  prohibitive  to  the  district.  We  need 
to  attract  good  new  teachers  and  to  retain  our  excellent 
present  staff  members. 

The  Remedial  Reading  Program,  inaugurated  last 
year,  has  achieved  the  success  we  envisioned.  Further  im- 
provements can  be  expected  and  will  materialize.  Dra- 
matic improvements  in  reading  ability  are  not  always  vis- 
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ible  to  the  casual  observer.  Nevertheless,  they  are  there  and 
will  increase  in  number  as  the  program  becomes  well  es- 
tablished. Miss  Bettiann  Scripture,  the  Remedial  Reading 
teacher,  should  be  commended  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  she  has  created  this  program.  It  was  a  formidable 
task  and  she  met  the  challenge. 

Another  phase  of  the  program  that  deserves  mention 
is  the  one  begun  for  those  students  identified  as  academic- 
ally superior.  The  "screening"  was  accomplished  by  Dr. 
John  Gilmore  of  Boston  University  and,  to  no  one's  sur- 
prise, revealed  a  large  proportion  of  the  Rye  students  to 
be  in  this  category. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Irvin  Reade  and  Mr. 
George  Theodoras,  with  some  assistance  from  Miss  Leota 
Whitcomb,  Helping  Teacher  for  Supervisory  Union  No. 
21,  the  program  was  started  in  October.  Once  again,  dra- 
matic results  are  not  to  be  seen,  but  the  progress  is  there. 
Undoubtedly,  the  most  significant  advance  is  that  we 
have,  at  long  last,  recognized  the  need  for  this  service.  The 
School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  its  forward  looking 
policy  that  enabled  the  program  to  be  inaugurated.  The 
citizens  of  the  school  district  should  be  grateful  to  those 
teachers  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  talents  to  con- 
tribute to  the  effectiveness  of  the  offering. 

Other  phases  of  the  educational  services  also  deserve 
recognition.  Mr.  Robert  Luther  continues  to  set  an  example 
of  interest  and  ability  in  developing  the  athletic  program. 
And,  of  course,  the  classroom  teachers,  around  whom  any 
school  system  is  developed,  continue  their  fine  work.  Ap- 
preciation is  owed  to  all  of  them. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  it 
has  been  the  decision  of  the  School  Board  to  reorganize  the 
administration  of  the  Rye  Schools.  Beginning  with  Sep- 
tember 1959,  there  will  be  but  one  Principal  for  both 
Junior  High  and  Elementary  Schools. 
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While  no  definite  plans  have  been  developed,  it  is 
expected  that  this  person  will  have  his  office  at  the  Ele- 
mentary School  and  that  an  Assistant  Principal  will  be 
designated,  from  among  the  staff,  for  the  Junior  High 
School. 

I  hasten  to  say  that  this  is  no  reflection  upon  the  in- 
cumbent Principals.  Their  long  service  to  the  school  dis- 
trict is  proof  of  their  ability.  However,  there  is  adequate 
evidence  that  one  highly  qualified  Supervising  Principal 
can  perform  the  administrative  and  supervisory  tasks  nec- 
essary for  the  efficient  management  of  a  system  of  this  size. 

I  have  also  recommended  to  the  School  Board  that 
the  Principal  be  employed  on  an  eleven-month  basis  in 
order  to  provide  the  much-needed  study  and  development 
of  curriculum  and  programs  of  study.  We  have  over- 
looked, I  think,  this  important  phase  of  public  education. 
Too  much  has  been  assumed  and  I  shall  not  be  satisfied 
until  I  have  been  able  to  assist  in  bringing  about  changes 
in  method  of  instruction  and  subject  or  content,  or  have 
been  shown  that  there  is  no  need  for  a  change.  What  we 
are  doing  is  far  too  valuable  to  society  not  to  be  subject 
to  critical  scrutiny. 

May  I  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  be  a  part 
of  your  school  system.  The  past  year  has  been  rewarding 
and  I  am  grateful  to  the  School  Board,  the  Principals, 
Teachers,  and  lay  persons  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me. 
I  also  wish  to  thank  Miss  Edith  E.  Hammond,  Executive 
Assistant,  and  the  other  members  of  the  office  staff,  with- 
out whose  untiring  effort  and  loyal  support  I  would  have 
found  this  task  extremely  difficult. 

I  look  forward  to  continued  service  in  behalf  of  your 
schools  and  your  children.

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Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  of  the  Rye  Junior  High 
School  has  Barbara  Walker  in  charge  of  the  kitchen  and 
she  has  one  mother  volunteering  her  services  each  day.  In 
December  1958,  they  were  feeding  125  children  compared 
to  100  of  last  year. 

In  the  Elementary  School,  we  are  now  feeding  the 
children  in  the  all-purpose  room  in  two  shifts  and  as  of 
December  1958,  we  were  feeding  230  children  compared 
to  1  50  last  year. 

We  have  Mrs.  Lorraine  Shaw  as  cook  in  our  kitchen 
and  two  volunteer  mothers  each  day. 

The  charge  for  a  child's  lunch  is  still  $1.25  per  week. 
A  sample  December  menu  was:

Peas  Milk  Bread  and  Butter 

Fruit  Jello

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  School  Board 
of  Rye: 

Three  days  each  week  is  spent  in  the  Rye  schools  as 
School  Nurse. 

The  School  Health  Program  consists  of  annual 
weighing,  measuring,  and  general  inspection  of  all  pupils. 
Vision  screening  is  done  yearly  for  every  student. 

Last  fall  the  Rye  Lions  Club  bought  a  vision  testing 
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machine  for  the  Rye  schools.  This  is  a  fine  piece  of  equip- 
ment and  I  wouM  like  to  thank  the  members  for  their 
generosity. 

In  the  past  year  eight  children  were  found  needing 
corrective  eye  measures.  All  eight  were  given  the  necessary 
treatment. 

Hearing  tests  were  done  on  first,  third,  fifth  and 
seventh  grades.  Also  those  students  who  were  referred  to 
me  by  parents  or  teachers. 

Five  pupils  with  hearing  problems  were  found  and 
were  corrected  by  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  or 
other  surgical  methods. 

Dr.  James  Sanders,  School  Doctor,  gave  physical 
examinations  to  pupils  of  second  and  sixth  grades.  Also 
given  physicals  were  all  boys  who  were  participating  in 
sports. 

Last  spring  two  pre-school  clinics  were  held  for  the 
purpose  of  physical  examinations  and  school  registrations 
of  pupils. 

On  December  3.  1958,  two  successful  Tuberculin 
Patch  Testing  Clinic  were  held.  One  was  held  in  the 
Elementary  School  and  the  other  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  A  total  of  442  pupils,  teachers,  and  other  school 
employees  took  advantage  of  this  worth-while  opportu- 
nity. 

Weekly  visits  are  made  to  all  classrooms.  A  total  of 
246  home  contacts  were  made  by  me  during  1958. 

My  thanks  go  to  everyone  who  has  helped  make  the 
health  program  so  successful  during  the  past  school  year.
